go up before its final adoption 
on June 28. And if the Delhaas 
budget is increased, it would 
mean that the Bristol Township 
budget—already 
tentatively 
ap­ 
proved with a 4.7-mil] real estate 
tax hike over last year—would 
have to be boasted even higher. 
27 Minutes 


It took the board—comprised of 
nine Bristol Township members 
and five from Tullytown—only 27 
minutes to approve the budget. 
Last night’s meeting in Benjamin 
Franklin Junior High School was 
short and sweet—in direct opposite 


of last Friday night’s Donnybrook 
which saw six Bristol Township 
members “walk out*’ in protest 
of what they called ’’shadow 
boxing tactics'* by the Tullytown 
members. 


Last night’s vote to tentatively 
approve the Delhaas budget was 
12-0. Two Tullytown members. 
Board President Lois Arri and 
Lester Whitekettle were absent. 
It was learned today that White­ 
kettle resigned his position due 
to reasons of ill health. Mrs Arri 
was out-of-town. 


Anthony 
Ciccantelli. 
speaking 


for the Tullytown board, said "we 
have reluctantly cast an 'aye' 
vote for the budget.'* He said 
members of the Tullytown board 
feel the budget is inadequate. 
May Go Higher 
In view of the reluctance of 
the Tullytown board in approving 
the Delhaas budget due to its 
"inadequacies,’* 
residents 
are 
fearful that between now and 
June 28 the budget will go even 
higher. 
Under Section 687 of the School 
Laws of Pennsylvania, school di­ 
rectors can adopt a final budget 


that may differ from the proposed 
budget previously approved. This 
means that the budget could be 
either increased or decreased. 


Most Bristol Township board 
members have publicly’ expressed 
themselves as being against any 
increase in the budget as tenta­ 
tively adopted 
Tullytown mem­ 
bers. however, have continually 
called the budget "inadequate." 
Ciccantelli last night said. "We 
feel that cuts have been made in 
the proposed Delhaas budget that 
will not. if permitted to remain 
as cuts, enable it to meet the 


needs of teachers and administra­ 
tors 
which 
are 
necessary 
to 
carry out a good educational pro­ 
gram.” 
4.7 MUI Boost 
The Bristol Township budget of 
$6,238,935.45 was tentatively adopt­ 
ed last Friday* with the 4.7-mill 
increase bringing the 1962-63 real 
estate tax rate to 71 mills or 
approximately $213 annually for 
a homeowner whose property is 
assessed at $3,000. 
Further evidence of Tullytow n s 
indifference to the proposed Del­

Brokers were busy 45 minutes 
before transactions began at IO 
a m. EDT on the floor of the 
building 
at 
Wall 
and 
Broad 
Streets across from the Federal 
Hall 
Memorial 
where 
George 
Washington took his first presider 
tial oath of office. 
They scurried for telephones to 
the 12 trading booths—a fast walk 
is permissible but running forbid­ 
den on the floor—lining up their 
buy and sell orders. When the 
market opened between 800 and 
900 brokers already were on hand. 
an unusual number for a market 
opening. 
Photographers, television cam­ 
eramen and reporters 
mingled 
with the crowds on the visitors 
gallery above the pit. A waiting 
line began forming an hour before 
the opening and more than IOO 
persons were waiting to get into 
the narrow gallery. 


Trading Starts Fast 


Four strokes on the large bell 
over the pit signalled the begin­ 
ning of trading. There was a muf­ 
fled roar from the floor and then 
trading began at such a rate that 
within an hour the tickertape was 
running 13 minutes behind the 
transactions. 
On the “enunciator board,” a 
huge black rectangle on which 
numbers flip over like a baseball 
scoreboard, brokers were sum­ 
moned to their phones by the 
dozens to Like orders. An ex 
change spokesman said the acti 
vity was far greater than nor 
mal. 
The first quotation on the ticker 
tape screens above the four cor­ 
ners of the big room, about the 
size of two basketball c o u r t s 
said: “CHW 25.” It signified that 
stock of the Crowell Collier Pub­ 
lishing Company opened at the 
same price it closed after Mon 
day’s spectacular market decline 


U.S. Steel Drops
